The speech by Molotov was sig­ 
nificant for the additional reason 
that he is a long-time friend of 
the new premier and regarded one 
of Bulganin's strongest backers. 
Molotov's 
bristling speech ap­ 
peared to confirm predictions in 
many foreign capitals 
that the 
toppling of Malenkov from power 
signalled the end of the “softer” 
policy and reforms which Malen­ 
kov 
had ordered 
following the 
death of the late Joseph Stalin. 
The announcement of Bulganin’s 
selection as new premier of the 
Soviet Union was made to the 
Supreme Soviet only a few hours 
earlier by Nikita Khrushchev, head 
of the Soviet Communist Party and 
considered by many observers to 
be the most powerful man in Rus­ 
sia today. 
Bulganin assumed the highest 
post in the Soviet Union amid 
pledges he would return Russia to 
a policy of emphasis on heavy in­ 
dustry and agricultural develop­ 
ment. 
Malenkov, in assuming Stalin’s 
mantle, had scrapped those phases 
of Stalin’s policy in favor of step­ 
ped-up consumer goods production 
and a generally "softer” policy 
than Stalin had imposed. 
Short and Sweet 
The dramatic 
and unexpected 
resignation came in a four-minute 
morning session of both houses of 
the Supreme Soviet. 
Bulganin’s election as his suc­ 
cessor. which was almost equally 
surprising to diplomatic observers, 
was approved within five minutes 
of the opening of the afternoon 
session. 
Nikita Khrushchev, head of the 
Communist Party, who announced 
that Bulganin would be the new 
premier, told the Supreme Soviet: 
“ We are confident that the gov­ 
ernment headed by comrade Niko­ 
lai Bulganin will insure the de­ 
velopment of heavy industry and 
at the same time light industry, 
fv»od production and agriculture to 
an extent that will raise the stand­ 
ard of living of the Soviet people.”

Intercontinental 
Warfare 


Editorial - By BRUCE BIOSSAT 
When France dug in behind the 
cosily Maginot line after World 
War I, it was common for forward 
looking military men to say the 
French were “preparing to fight 
the last war again ” France’s bit­ 
ter defeat in World War ll seemed 
to confirm this judgment, and free 
peoples have tried to learn a hard 
lesson from that experience 
The lesson is that we must not 
be shackled by outmoded weapons 
and materials and strategies as 
we plan for our safety in the face 
of hostile forces. The pace of tech­ 
nological advance today is terri 
fie. 
We must stay abreast of it 
in the military field particularly. 
if we want to hold our freedom 
secure. 
Our leaders well know this. And 
while we are still planning specifi 
cally for a possible war in which 
nUciear explosives would be de­ 
livered by piloted aircraft, we are 
actually developing weapons for 
an even more frightening phase of 
warfare—the age of intercontinen 
tai missiles. 
American defense authorities tell 
us they have reached the “pay-off 
stage”’ in putting together a guided 
missile that will be able to sweep 
5000 miles across 
tho globe 
speeds up to an incredible 9000 
miles per hour. 
This means that such a weapon 
launched from a site near our east­ 
ern seaboard could in little more 
than half an hour strike deep into 
eastern Germany. Missiles launch­ 
ed westward from Hawaii could 
seek out targets on the huge China 
mainland. 
One of the most amazing fea­ 
tures of this rocket, which would 
of course be fitted with an atomic 
warhead, is its potential accuracy. 
Our experts are aiming at a wea­ 
pon which will strike within a 20- 
mile-wide circle after a 5000-mile 
trip through the stratosphere. 
Presumably 
our 
experimental 
m issiles are not yet that accurate, 
and they will not be tested on any 
im portant 
scale until 
they ap­ 
proach that goal. When that time 
arrives—and even informed guess­ 
es about it are rated military se­ 
crets—we will have to begin ser­ 
iously reshaping both our offen­ 
sive and defensive .strategies. 
Indeed, it is not too early now 
to start thinking about the kind 
of warning systems and defensive 
weapons we shall need when in­ 
tercontinental missiles become a 
major part of not only our arsenal 
but Russia’s as well. 
There can no longer be comfort 
for us in mere numerical superior­ 
ity, whether it be in “ convention- J 
a1” nuclear weapons or the new 
guided missiles. Our future safe­ 
ty may depend on the quality and 
ingeniousness of the weapons we 
devise. As our experts put it. we 
must stay one jum p ahead of our 
enemy. 
T hat one jump could be the m ar­ 
gin of freedom.

SPRINGFIELD TP — The Strat­ 
ton administration today proposed 
laws empowering the state to step 
in and prosecute lawbreakers 
in 
Illinois 
counties

Senate Majority Whip George E. 
Drach said he would introduce four 
bills later today 
to give the gov­ 
ernor and the Illinois attorney gen­ 
eral authority to act where state’s 
attorneys fail to do their duty. 

Wil­ 
liam G. Stratton, would authorize 
the attorney general to investigate 
and prosecute on a county level— 
if the governor requested him to 
do so in writing.

row Slochower, former professor 
of 
German 
and 
literature 
at 
Brooklyn 
College. 
He 
was fired 
after he balked at answering some 
questions 
of a 
Senate judiciary 
subcommittee in 
1952. 
Slochower 
testified he was not a Communist 
then but claimed the Fifth Amend­ 
ment when asked whether he had 
been one in 1940. 
New 
York courts have upheld 
the city’s right to fire him under 
a state law authorizing dismissal 
of any 
government employe who 
refuses to testify on matters relat­ 
ing to city or state business. 
Slochower claimed that the Sen­ 
ate subcommittee that questioned 
him was not investigating state or 
city affairs, and that the law there­ 
fore did not apply to his case.
